Gage wan nominated by acclamation. 


'The convention rose as one and^waved 
flags and gave three cheers for the

The

marched up the central aisle behind 
the American fias ar.d sang a dlttyded- 
icated to Henry Gage, which was orig- 
inally composed in honor of Pardee. 


The convention then broke into a de- 


lirium of cheering for Gase and every- 
body else. It was some time before the 
chair could restore order. 
The secre- 


tary was then instructed to cast the 
ballot of the convention for Henry 
Gage of Los Angeles for Governor. 
-Objection being raised that the secre- 
tary was not a member of the conven- 
'tion, Edgar Preston was empowered 
to cast the 788 votes for Mr. Gage. 
Messrs. Pardee and Preston escorted 
Gage to the platform and amid more 
cheering, but Gage said no words could 
express h!s thanks for the honor of the 
nomination. 
He promised to go forth 


and do battle for the ticket with the 
best ability and energy he possessed.

ers and twelve torpedo boats, to cost 
n the aggregate not to exreed |lfi,000,-

priation act. 
These destroyers and 


orpedo boats constitute the largest 
ilngle addition ever made to the navy. 
The destroyers are to be completed 


within 18 months and the torpedo boats 
within 12 months. 
According to the 


requirements of the department the 
destroyers are to have a guaranteed 
speed of 23 knots, and the torpedo boats 
26 knots. 
The destroyers are to b« of 


about ^ tons and are to cost not more 
than 9295,000 each, while the torpedo 
boats are to be about 160 tons and arc- 
to cost not more than $170,000 each. 


These destroyers will be the first 


vessels of the type added*to our navy, 
except those Improvised from yachts 
during the recent war emergency. They. 
arc to have twin screws, vertical en- 
gines, and a bunker capacity for carry- 
Ing at least 500 tons of coal, affording: 
some protection to engines .and boilers. •

There are as many definitions of poli- 


tics as there are 
grades of human 


Ideals. 
Any fairly wide circle of ac- 


quaintance will include men whose 
definltlons range from that of the heel- 
er who declares, "politics Is the art of 
winning elections" to the scholar who 
quotes his Aristotle, "Phusel politikon 
zoon anthropos" and is mildly surprised 
when he finds he must translate it, 
"man Is by nature a political animal," 
and politics is therefore the embodi- 
ment of the collective life of the race. 
These two never understand each oth- 
er, and both are often equally unsafe 
guides, the one because he cannot fix 
his eyes on the present, the other be- 
cause he cannot see beyond the pres- 
ent. 


But while the philosopher's stand- 


ards may frequently be too idealistic, 
and lead to impractical Mugwumpery, 
it does ceem that some preaching; 
against the opposite extreme would 
be eminently in order. There are can- 
didates on nearly every ticket who 
have never used an argument not bawd 
on the distribution of patronage from 
.the public crib to their friends; there 
are voters who have never heard any 
other standard of political argument. 
Now, if there is no purpose in electing 
men to office except to do them favor, 
and to give them the opportunity to 
reciprocate, there is no purpose in 
holding elections at all. Offices might 
better be permanent and hereditary, 
like other sources of easy income, so 
that public interest might be free to 
occupy Itself with other- question*. 


We believe in politics, in vigorous 


partisanship, even, and, just because 
man is by nature a political animal, 
we are not afraid of the future of poll- 
tics. 
But we also believe- that then 


ought to be more resemblance between 
the politic! talked In •tump-speeches 
and editorial* and that whispered I 
political caucuses and committees.

The truth is that public opinion on

^resno boys arrived they were natur- 
aJly placed in the same category with 
hose who preceded them. 
Chief among the people of Benicia 


who hated the boys was a constable 
lamed Malone. 
On sundry occasions 


ie had arrested them for minor offenses 
and never lost an opportunity to ha- 


iss them. 
About two weeks ago the boys con' 
luded to attend a dance given in Benl- 
ia. 
A largo crowd of young ladies 


rom Vallejo were to attend the affair. 
These same young ladles bad ben in 
Jenicia before on similar occasions and 
md snubbed some of the young natives 
of the burg In order to devote their un- 
divided attention to Fresno's boys in 
blue. 


Theso young men of Benicia were 


•sorely, offended and became bltterlj 
ealous of the attention paid by the 
/Dung ladies to the soldier boys. 
So 


,vhen the dance was about to be held 
;hey organized and determined to ar- 
rest the boys, on the pretext of their 
laving committed some minor offense, 
n order to do so they obtained commis- 
sions as deputies from Constable Ma- 
one, and arming themselves with clubs 
hey hid in the vicinity of the building. 
The Fresno boys soon arrived and in 
company with the Vallejo girls pro- 
ceeded to enjoy themselves in the ball- 


oom. 
Suddenly the tire alarm was sounded, 


and the boys rushed out to see what 
was the matter. 
No sooner had they 


reached, the street than they were set 
_, ... by the men who had lain fr> wait 
for them. Then the fight began. Clubs 
flew through the air and men dropped 
:o the ground unconscious. The strug- 
gle lasted for an hour, but the Fresno 
loys were victorious. 


Only two or three members oC the 


company were arrested, but many suf- 
fered from the blows rained upon them 
by the mob. 


"Muck" Alhin was struck just,a.bove 


the right ear and rendered unconscious 
for some time. 
The button on the side 


of bin cap was flattened into the shape 
of a one-cent piece. Many of the boys 


; laid up for several days. 


Those arrested i 
i taken to the jail 


and locked up. 
Next morning Colontil 


Johnson demanded their release. 
The 


officers In charge refused to comply 
with the demand and Intimated that 
only force could remove the boys from 
the lock-up. 
"I'll supply the force," 


laid Johnson, as he started for the 
barracks to order an attack on the Jail. 
The jailer, however, after a little re- 
flection realized his mistake and re- 
leased the boys. 


The boys do not attend dances in 


Benicia anymore, but go to Vallejo or 
the other nearby towns. 
The Vallelo 


girls have also turned a cold shoulder 
on Benicia and no longer grace Its so- 
cial gatherings with their presence. 


The boys are doing well now and ex- 


pect to be mustered out during the 
next few weeks. 
Some will return to, 


Fresno and others will remain at Ben- 
icia, where they have made arrange- 
ments to go to work. 


The San Francisco Chronicle publish- 


es a very Interesting letter from the 
Rev. William Rader of San Francisco, 
received by Mrs. Rader from the chtp- 
aln of the Rough Riders, In which the 
reverend soldier tells some interesting 
'acts concerning the campaign be- 
'ore Santiago and Incidentally corrects 
some false impressions. 
The chaplain 


was with the famous cowboy regiment 
all through the campaign, making the 
same marches as the privates under the. 
same conditions, and Is welt able to 
speak concerning the part the Rough 
Riders tool; in fighting and the hard- 
ships they had to undergo. 


This letter, which was written Au- 


gust 10th on board the transport Miami 
on the voyage from Santiago to New 
York, is in part as follows: 


First, as to my personal health. 
It 


has been simply excellent. I have made 
the same marches as the men, eaten the 
same food, slept in the, same manner 
and performed as hard physical labor, 
and now. on my return, find myself one 
of a fewin theentire regimentwho have 
had no sickness. We were told l>eforft 
coming to Cuba never to sleep on the 
ground. 
With the exception of two 


nights, when the water was about two 
inches deep on the ground, and our last 
few days before leaving, I have slept 
on the bare ground every night and 
with no tent over me a good deal of the 
time. 
We were to eat no fruit. 
I ate 


every'known kind at every, opportunity. 
We were to drink boiled water; creek 
water has been good enough for us. We 
should never march in the heat of the 
day. 
We have made only one march 


of importance at any other time. 
We 


should keep our feet dry. 
We lay in 


water in trenches for three days. Such 
were the instructions and such were 
the manner circumstances forced us for 
the most part to follow. 


Now you have read the newspaper 


accounts of the campaign, hence it is 
not necessary for me to write you re- 
garding thia further than to correct 
some palpably gross misstatements of 
certain particular events. For instance, 
you were told that in the first battle- 
La Guaslmas (so-called from the trees 
in that vicinity) that the Rough Riders 
were "ambushed." 
That is absolutely 


false. 
We marched four miles to meet 


them, expecting to find them in that vi- 
cinity. Our advance guard found them 
and reported their presence fully half 
an hour before w e were ordered to 
march at intervals of fifteen 'feet until 
we engaged them. 
The brush was so 


dense that we could not see (except 
down the trail)ten feet ahead of us. 
We were most certainly not .ambushed, 


wing to the dense un- 


dergrowth, with which we were unfa- 
miliar, we were flanked, but for only a 
ime. 
Again, you have heard 
over anil 


again how "Colonel Roosevelt, mounted 
on a magnificent steed, brandishing hjs 
sword, charged up the hill at the head 
of his regiment." 
This is a true pic- 


tureexceut in this particular: The mag- 
nificent steed" was a Texas pony very 
much worse for the wear, which the 
Colonel dismounted from at the barb- 
wire fence skirting the foot of the hill. 
The "brandished sword" was four miles 
in the rear, tied up in a blanket roll. 
Colonel Roosevelt was recognized by his 
men chiefly by a pair of white suspen- 
ders over a blue shirt and a blue polka- 
dot bandana floating to the breeze na 
he, with five or six men. rushed up the 
hill several yards in advance of the 
regiment, who followed as rapidly as 
the nature of the ground and the length 
of their legs would permit. 


You have likewise read how the guns 


ot Murro Castle were silenced by our 
battery and how it was a heap of ruins. 
In the first place there were no guns in 
Morro Castle to silence; the only guns 
of the castle itself being some beauti- 
ful works or art bearing date of 1725 to 
1745 and kept there evidently simply as 
relics of a former glory.

Well Adapted to the 


Silk Worm. 


A. C. Seklemian, \vho recently jir- 


rivod in America from Antloch, Syria, 
is in Fresno making arrangements to 
start a silk factory during the coming 
spring. 
Mr. Seklemian. who is an ei- 


perleiK-ed man at the business is de- 
sirous of learning the opportunities for 
such an industry in this country. 


Wht>n Mr. Scklemian arrived in Fres- 


no he called on Major Dennett at the 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce and 
saw on exhibition some cocoons raised 
by S. X. Mitrovich a few years ago. 
He was much Impressed by the appear- 
ance of the cocoons and determined to 
ensug* in the business here If possible. 


"Tlu- facilities offered by Fresno for 


such ;i business are great," said Mr. 
Seklemian. 
The large number of mul- 


berry trees growing in this county 
could lii> utilized for this purpose. These 
trees i-ouUl be planted around 
vine- 


yards or along ditches and would not 
occupy much land to the exclusion of 


trees and vines. 
Mulberry or- 


chards might be set out in sandy places 
where other trees do not thrive. 


"Whf-n usms the mulhe-rry tree for 


the purpose of feeding silk worms wu 
cut oft' the branches where the trunk 
begins to fork out. 
These branches we 


strip of their leaves which we feed to 
the worms. 
We also peel off the bark 


of the branches, and use it to make 
strings, which we use later on in tho 
process of silk manufacture. Tbe mul-

Unless this Is done the moth 


into which the worm metamorphoses, 
cuts its way through the cocoon which 
can be u»ed after this only for the man- 
ufacture of second class silk."

civil authorities, asserting that in time 
of war a soldier could not be removed 
from his company by civilian officers. 
The constable wired back to that effect. 
The only way the Fresno officers can 
obtain Wilson now J- t.~ vait until he 
is mustered out of the service and then 
arrest him before he gets away. 


There is an Interesting story in con- 


nection with Wilson's case. 
As stat- 


ed, he was formerly ticket agent of the 
Valley road in this city, and was a 
trusted employe who drew a good sal- 
ary. 
But his salary fell short of 


meeting his expenses. 
That, too, Is 


somewhat of a mystery. 
He was ap- 


parently a young; mail of good habits. 
He did not drink, and neither did he 
gamble. 
It is whispered that he lav- 


ished his money—and some ot the rall- 
road's-on a pretty, dark-eyed damsel, 
of the nation to fight which he subse- 
quently enlisted. 


At length it had been found that he 
i-as short in his accounts 
to the 


amount of ?111'. On March 29th a war- 
rant was sworn out in Justice St John's 
court, charging the ticket agent with 
embezzlement, a 
felony. 
Wilson's 


father, who Is a well-kuown eastern 
railroad man, came to his son's rescue, 
and, making: up the amount of the de- 
falcation, saved his son from answer- 
ing a criminal charge and possibly ser- 
ving in a felon's cell. The matter was 
kept quiet at the time, inasmuch as the 
deficiency had been made good. 


One lesson was not enough for the 


young man, however. 
He was dis- 


charged soon alter his shortage was 
discovered. 
He remained in town af- 


ter that, and evidently determined to 
•wreak his vengeance upon the com- 
pany. 
About the 1st of May he broke 


into the freight office of the company 
and purloined a. 
nber of articles 


that had been stored there. 
Among 


them were a lot of tickets, a valise, 
some clothes and a quantity of tools. 
The officers went to work on the case 
and succeeded in recovering the stolen 
articles, which were found in Wilson's 
room in the Meade lodging houee. The 
warrant, which was issued in Justice 
St. John's court, charging him with 
burglary, was sworn out on the 24th 
of May by Coon Crutcher. 


Wilson skipped out at the time, and 


the officers could get no trace of him. 
His present whereabouts was discover- 
ed accidentally. 
It was reported that 


the Arizona volunteers would be order- 
ed to the front a couple of weeks ago, 
and in looking over the muster roll, 
which was published, the name of A.

It is now believed that Wilson can-

Over the Country—Little 


Change in Cereals. 


NEW YORK, August 19.—R. O. Dun 


& Co.'s weekly review of trade will 
say: 


A war which brought no fihrlnkage of 


values while it lasted has brought with 
Us ending remarkable expansion. Or- 
ders and purchases have Increased in 
nearly all branches, few as yet being 
of such nature that they can he attri- 
buted to the material enlargement of 
trade with the lately acquired Spanish 
islands, which must come a little later. 


The Iron industry, while reporting de- 


clines in products, shows more sur- 
prising gala In business than any other. 
Both returns of output August 1st show 
considerable decrease* from July 1st, 
but more than the entire decrease is 
caused by the stoppage of two She- 
nongo and four Mahoning furnaces un- 
der agreement to force higher prices for 
Bessemer pig. In all other statts 
showing change the output increased 
excepting for one furnace in Virginia. 
The demand for finished products ex- 
pands remarkably 
considering: 
the 


enormous orders prior to July, which 
crowd some of the biggest works until 
December. 
Structural orders include 


many bridges and a canal contract for 
4000 tons at Chicago; plates and bars 
•are in stronger demand; nails have ad- 
vanced 5 cents and beams and angles 
as much, and bars 30 cents at Pitts- 
burg,. 
Tin plate works which require 


40000 Ions per month have been buy- 
Ing 160.000 tons of bars, and steel works 
there have bought 125,000 tons of pig, 
raising the price to *10.40. 
Grey forge 


also advanced and eastern anthracite 
and southern pig at Chicago have ad- 
vanced 25 cents. 
There is a general 


advance in the miners metals, copper 
to 12 cents for laks. lead to 407540 and 
•white tin and tin plates are unchanged 
but are stronger. 


Shipments of hoots and shoes In three 


weeks of August are the largest ever 
known, though hut 1.4 per cent larger 
than In 1895. being 10 per r.ent larger 
than last year and 16 per cent larger 
than in 1892. 
In spite of the general 


refusal of buyers to pay advances ask- 
ed, purchases are continuous and keep 
•works busy, many having orders for a 
month or two ahead. 
Leather has 


slightly yielded In some grades, with 
scarcely any buying ahead of necessi- 
ties and hides were a shade lower last 
week and have not changed. 
There 


appears a gradual accommodation of 
prices of materials to the necessities of 
boot and shoe distributors. 


Such an adjustment is needed in the 


woolen industry, for some mills are 
closing and others are selling old stocks 
of wool, present orders for dress goods 
not warranting present prices for ma- 
terial. 
Yet other mills In equal num- 


ber are starting on different lines of 
goods and dress goods, instead of nine- 
ty per cent plain, a large proportion of 
fancies being taken, though a. heavy 
auction sale, just announced, may af- 
fect the demand.

Th? direr-tors of the California Ral- 


•in Growers* Association have prepared 
and issued the following circular ad- 
dress to tht trade, which will be equal- 
ly interesting to the growers, as it gives 
in succinct form a review of the situa- 
tion and outlines the method to he pur- 
sued by the association in marketing 
the crop. 
Several questious about 


'whK-h there.has been some doubt are 
answered in the circular, which is as 
follows: 


"The California Raisin Growers' As- 


sociation has been organized for the 
purpose of establishing a high standard 
of quality nf all raisins to be sola under 
ite brand, to put a stop to the ship- 
ment of inferior raisins, and to fix and 
maintain a reasonable price for the 
product throughout the year, from har- 
vest time to harvest time. 


"The directors of this association 


Itelieve that if those ideas are faith- 
fully carried out the dealers In raisins 
will take more interest in this particu- 
lar product, will purchase more freely 
and will push the sale of raisins and 
thus greatly increase, nur market. 


"At this writing, we have under our 


control over 90 per cent o£ the crop of 
the state and within two or three weeks 
we expect to secure at least five per 
cent more. 
Our gravers? contract pla- 


ces the raisins absulutely in our hauds 
to be packed and sold, under a penalty 
of $20 jirr acre (one cent per pound of 
raisins,) liquidated damages for fail- 
ure to deliver the crop to us. 
Packers 


handling 95 per cent of the crop have 
also c'gned contracts with us to pack 
and sell our ratsins. and they are under 
a penalty of J20 per ton not to pack, 
buy or sell any raisins outside of our 
association. 
Under our packers con- 


tracts we retain control of the raJsins, 
and when sales are reporud to us we ; 
will issue invoices direct to purchasers,, 
and have drafts and hills of lading' 
made out to our own order. 
Packers 


are at liberty to pay us cash for rai- 
sins and thus control shipments. 
Di- 


viding commission with purchasers will 
compel us to withdraw our business 
from "the offender. 
No raisins will be
